First bus arrives five or ten min- 
utes later. It isn’t long before the 
lobby by the office starts filling with 
mostly freshmen and other loiter- 
ing parties who are passing time, 
talking, socializing, and shaking off 
the anxiety. Teachers cruise down 
the almost silent hallways, pulling 
out their keys and opening class- 
rooms for the new day. Enter you, 
walking in, eyes still half shut from 
four hours of sleep. Last night’s 
project wasn’t supposed to take 
that long. 

“How do you like the rain?” 
someone Says in a passing 
conversation—give me a break! 

First period: Gym 
Mooney for the lowers, Stone for 
the uppers, but gym class, or 
“phys ed” tends to stay relatively 
the same for all four years. As- 
cend, or descend, to your locker 
room, praying that it doesn’t smell 
like moldy cheeseburgers the way 
it did last time. Put on old gym 
clothes and they have that weird 
clingy feeling—no words can 
describe it.

Two minutes after the bell 
rings, and one minute after a few 
kids wander in who would’ve been 
late, a substitute walks in, tells 
your unruly class to shut up, and 
rather disjointedly takes his seat, 
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suddenly turning to take another 
look at the class and accidentally 
kicking the trash can. The as- 
signed classwork is automatically 
left as homework. “Yes!” someone 
shouts, “I have to do some work 
for history next period.” 

The festivities end twenty 
minutes later when the teacher 
walks in. Sixty minutes of trying to 
find whatever “x” is supposed to 
mean.

| could have sworn | heard a song 
in the back of my head, 2 seconds 
ago going through the dark 
windowless tunnel known as the 
science wing.

Trying not 
to look like an idiot while walking 
real fast, not running, down 
fluorescent, bulb-flickering illumi- 
nation; it gives the hallways their 
own sort of nervous twitch like you 
wouldn't believe. Kids ambling 
along in twos, threes or on their 
own, cliques gather by lockers, 
coming and going. 

Third period: English 
Upstairs third period and you start 
feeling hungry, 80 minutes till 
lunch can feel like a whole school 
day in itself. Word is already 
around from a first period class 
that there’s a pop quiz but almost 
no one read the book. You 
scramble over towards the friend 
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that you’re sure read it, glancing 
now and again to see if the 
teacher is in the room yet. When 
your friend tells you that she never 
read it either, you think of one 
other kid to ask, but it’s too late— 
he’s across the room completely 
surrounded by classmates, giving 
the gist of the story. Through the 
bodies you can’t hear a word and 
by the time he finishes, the 
teacher is in and everyone’s 
seated. So you bum the story 
second hand off a kid who didn’t 
read it either. While the teacher is 
at the head of class getting 
reactions on the book, everyone 
gives outrageously long and vague 
answers to stall time. You’re in the 
back of class:

Lunch and X-block 
Second lunch means sitting for 
twenty minutes in the same class 
you've already been in for eighty, 
hungry and bored. Channel One 
gives news, news of an outside 
world with little or no relevance to 
the quiz you’ve most likely just 
failed. 

But the light and space of the 
lunch room always relieves a 
certain tension and stress. Getting 
to eat helps, too. Fries, extra salt, 
a cold drink, maybe something 
you brought from home if possible. 
Lunch is calm, peaceful, and 
everyone minds their business. 
Once in a while if you hear the 
echoes of a yell from across the 
room, or catch two or more lunch 
monitors rushing to the same spot, 
a gasping hush can smother the 
room with curiosity, everyone 
silent to see what happened.

Kids around you 
complain about the day not being 
over but you don’t care—because 
you like chemistry, it’s the one 
thing you’re good at, and the 
stares still come from your class- 
mates after pulling hundreds on 
the tests. 

But the glory of oxides and 
phosphorous gets cut short today: 
the fire alarms screech that awful 
wail, paralyzing the entire school 
for the initial half-second. Then 
everyone gets all happy because it 
means an unexpected break. The 
voice somewhere in the back of 
every kid’s head: “Maybe there’s 
really a... nah.” All around the 
school, classes flow out, kids look 
for their friends, find them, talk for 
two seconds, and then it’s over. 
You walk back inside, there’s no 
fire, the show is over.

until tomorrow 

You sit for those last ten minutes 
of the day’s last class, everyone 
talking, at ease. There’s a track 
meet that afternoon. The teacher 
sits at his desk, calm, maybe 
correcting a few papers. Then the 
day’s final bell screams a sigh of 
relief like putting down the pencil | 
after four hours of SAT’s. 

There was a typical tone to | 
the day, maybe too typical—a 
peculiar odor through all six hours; 
maybe not quite as bad as that 
locker room smell, but just as 
powerful. The smell of pop quiz- 
zes, fire-drills, lunchroom silence 
and twittering ceiling lights. It’s 
school, our school and somehow it 
makes sense in the end. Who 
knows, maybe you pulled a 
miracle and winged the English 
quiz with a 75, and at least you 
paid enough attention in algebra to 
pass the next test. The equation 
sometimes falters, but at least in 
the long run, the ends seem to 
justify the means. And that’s the 
order in all the apparent chaos, 
just another step on the road to 
knowledge—the long way.
